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The register shall be sworn, and perform all the duties
of clerk of the court, and shall keep a true record of
each order, sentence and decree of the court, and of all
other things proper to be recorded ; and upon payment
to him of his legal fees, shall give true and attested
copies of the files, records and proceedings of the court.
All certificates so attested, and all copies of records
and files in the office of the county judge, so certified
and attested as aforesaid, shall be legal evidence in all
courts of the state.

SECTION 2. The register appointed by the county
court, pursuant to section one 8) of this act shall re-
ceive the same fees for his services as is by law al-
lowed to clerks of the circuit court for like services
and shall be paid in the same manner.

SectioN 3. This act shall take effect and be in
force from and after its passage and publication.

months from the date of the last charge for work and
labor performed, or materials furnished, and an action
for the recovery thereof be instituted within the said

be filed, shall not affect the right to such lien, but thge
